STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


(L.S.) To the inhabitants of the Town of Unity in the County 
of Sullivan in said State qualified to vote in town affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town hall in said Unity 
on Tuesday the twelfth day of March next at nine of the clock in 
the forenoon to act on the following subjects: 

1. To choose a Town Clerk for the ensuing year. 

2. To hear the reports of the Selectmen and other Town 
officers and pass any vote in relation thereto. 

3. To choose a member of the Board of Selectmen for the 
ensuing three years. 

4. To choose a member of the Board of Selectmen for the 
ensuing year. 

5. To choose a Trustee of the Trust Fund for the ensuing 
three years. 

6. To choose a Library Trustee for the ensuing three years. 

7. To choose all other necessary Town Officers and Agents 
for the ensuing year. 

8. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to pay 
Librarian’s salary and Library Tax. 

9. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to pay 
Old Age Assistance and Town Poor charges. 

10. To see what sums of money the Town will vote to raise 
to pay other Town charges. 

11. To see what sums of money the Town will vote to raise 
to pay the just debts of the Town. 

12. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
Maintenance including Snow Removal of Highways and determine 
the price to be paid per hour for labor. 

13. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $480.00 
for the Construction of Class V Town Roads provided the State 
shall appropriate the sum of $2,213.73 for the same purpose it 
being understood that if said appropriation is made by the State 
and the Town accepts said special aid that the Town shall not be 
entitled to State aid for Class II Roads. 

14. To see if the Town will vote to accept State aid fox 
Construction of Class V Roads known as second New Hampshire 
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Turnpike and raise and appropriate or set aside for said purpose 
the sum of $480.00. The State will allot $1,000.00. 

15. To vote by ballot to see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to administer or dispose of any Real Estate acquired 
by the Town through Tax Collector’s Deeds. 

16. To see if the Town will vote to Discount on Taxes paid on 
or before June 1st and and September 1st., 1940. 

17. To see what sums of money the Town will vote to raise 
for White Pine Blister Rust Control. 

18. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
in their discretion to grant Right of Way easements to New 
Hampshire Electric Cooperative Inc. over lands owned by the Town. 

19. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of Two 
Hundred Dollars for a Federal Project. 

20. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $51.00 
for Forest Fire Fighting Equipment. 

21. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

At the close of last spring term Miss Irene Tupper accepted a 
position in the Claremont School District. The position of teaching 
the four lower grades at the County School was filled at the open- 
ing of the fall term by Mrs. Adelaide Walker. This winter Mrs. 
Walker has been sick for several weeks and Mrs. Carl Buswell of 
Charlestown has taught as substitute teacher. 


Four very able teachers remained from last year in the other 
positions, Miss Grace Furphy at the Church School, Mrs. Gretal 
Cole at the Center School, Miss Florence Hutchinson as teacher 
of the upper grades at East Unity and Mrs. Alice Ball as principal 
and teacher of the lower grades at East Unity. 


Transportation routes have been rearranged to meet the state 
requirements. These changes allowed the Center School to have 
only the six lower grades. 


It is more and more difficult to cover all of the work required 
in an eight grade school. Years ago there were no state plans to 
be covered. It is also more difficult to find able rural teachers. 
The new graduates desire positions with but one or two grades. 


Not much progress has been made toward plans for better 
playgrounds at the Church School and water at the East Unity 
School. I feel that there must be some way to meet these problems.
